Queenstown, May 11.—The num- 


ber of bodies of victims ot the tor- 
pedoing of the Cunard liner Lusi- 
tania, at Baltimore, a small seaport 
on the southern Irish coast, was in- 
creased this morning to ten.

ashore at Castletownsend, near Bal- 
timore. 
Of the bodies at Baltimore, 


six are of,men and four of women. 


The Cunard line today dispatched 


a tug to Baltimore to bring all 12

to 
Queenstown. 
Relatives 


and survivors who had planned to 
leave today are going to remain over 
in the hope of the possibility of mak- 
ing further identifications. It is re-

Despondent, Fearing Arrest 


And Unrequited Love, Causes 


Young German to Kill Himself 


Lorenz Strobl, German, 28 years 


old, fearing arrest on a charge 
of 


white slavery, Monday evening fired 
a bullet into his right breast and 
died about two hours later at the 
Newark Sanitarium where he 
was 


removed by Criss Brothers' 
ambu- 


lance. It is the opinion of the police 
department that Strobl intended to 
kill Mrs. Carrie 
McAllister , with 


whom he was in love, but failed to 
carry out his declared intentions. In 
a letter addressed to his sister in 
Germany, Strobl indicated that this 
was his plan. 


Three weeks ago, Strobl came to 


Newark and called upon Mrs. McAl- 
lister at her home in South 
Third 


street. 
There he proposed to 
the 


young woman and was refused. He 
was seized with an attack of heart 
trouble and was removed to the San- 
itarium in a serious condition but 
made rapid recovery. 


Monday night, he learned that Mrs. 


McAllister had gone to the apart- 
ments of Mrs. Effie Stroackcr, 11 
West Main street and followed her 
there. The couple talked for sever- 
al momenta In the presence of Mrs. 


Stroacker,

who

Monday night and upon biding her 
goodby, he gave her a letter address- 
ed to his sister in Germany, asking 
Mrs.

prevails in Rome that Italy's partici- 
pation in the war is only a question 
of days.

a party which hopes in the possibil- 
ity of the country remaining neutral.

Delivered by Count Bernstorff to Sec. Bryan This Morning- 
Expresses Regret for Loss of American Lives On The 


Lusitania but Reiterates That Great Britain b 


Responsible for the Disaster 


SAYS CARGO CONSISTED 


CHIEFLY OF CONTRABAND 


Declares England Had Received Official and Unofficial 


Warnings That Owing to Its Cargo Boat Was Liable 
to Destruction On the Sea and Thus Great Britain 
Assumed All Responsibility—President Wilson's 
Philadelphia Speech Not a Declaration of Policy la 
Reference to Lusitania Affair. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Washington, May 11.—President 


Wilson said today that his speech in 
Philadelphia last night was not a 
declaration of policy in reference to 
the Lusitania disaster; that he was 
not thinking of any special matter, 
but of the newly naturalized Ameri- 
cans in his audience. 


The president used the expression 


that he was thinking of the "Cain," 
some people were trying to raise. 


The Philadelphia speech was inter- 


preted by oificial 
Washington 
as 


meaning that whatever 
course 
is 


pursued, the United States probably 
would endeavor to serve the cause of 
humanity by appealing to Germany 
to 
end 
her 
submarine 
warfare 


against unarmed merchant ships car- 
rying ncncombatants. 


In some quarters the suggestion 


was made thai the president might 
forego the usual means of diplomatic 
correspondence and address a mes- 
sage in person to Emperor William. 
It was pointed out by persons hither- 
to in the president's confidence that 
he might first try to prevent a recur- 
rence of such an attack as was made 
on the iLusitania. taking up subse- 
quently the question 
of reparation 


for the loss of American lives. 


Germany's disavowal of any inten- 


tion to destroy American lives was 
looked upon by many officials as sig- 
nificant of Germany's desire to main- 
tain friendly 
relations 
with 
the 


United States and that her main pur- 
pose was to terrorize Great Britain 
and paralyze transatlantic travel. 


The German government's official 


expression of regret for the loss of 
American lives on the Lusitania and 
reiterating 
that 
Germany 
holds 


Great Britain 
responsible, reached 


the German embassy here today and 
was formally communicated to Sec- 
retary Bryan by Count Bernstorff, It 
was as follows: 


"The German government desires 


to express its deepest sympathy at 
the loss of lives on board the Lusi- 
tania. The responsibility rests, how- 
ever, with the British Government, 
which, through its plan of 
starving 


the civilian population of Germany, 
has forced Germany to retaliatory 
measures. 


"In spite of the German offer to 


stop the submarine war in case the 
starvation plan was given up, Brit- 
ish merchant vessels are being gen- 
earally armed with guns and have re- 
peatedly tried to ram submarines, so 
that a previous search was impossi- 
ble. 
They cannot, 
therefore, 
be 


treated as ordinary vessels. 
A re- 


cent declaration made to the British 


Parliament by 
the 
Parliamentary 


Secretary, in answer to a question of 
Lord Charles Beresford, said tbat at 
present practically all British mer- 
chant vessels were armed and pro* 
vided with hand grenades. 


"Besides, it has been openly ad« 


mitted by the British press that tha 
Lusitania on previous voyages car- 
ried large quantities of war mater- 
ial. On the present voyage the Lusi- 
tania carried 5,400 cases of ammuni- 
tion, while the rest of the cargo also 
consisted chiefly of contraband. 


"If England, after repeated official 


and unofficial warnings, considered 
hersslf able to declare that that boat 
ran no risks, and thus light-hearted- 
ly assumed responsibility for the hu- 
man life on board a steamer which, 
owing to its armament and cargo, 
was liable to destruction, the German 
Government, in spite of its heartfelt 
sympathy for the loss of American 
lives, cannot but regret that Ameri- 
cans felt more inclined to trust to 
English, -promises .rather than to pay 
attention to warnings from the Ger- 
man side. 
Foreign Office."' 


When the 
German 
ambassador 


left, Secretary Bryan's office, he said 
he had delivered the message for- 
warded from Berlin. 


"That is all I can say," he added, 


"for anything else I respectively re- 
fer you to the secretary of state." 


While the ambassador was talking, 


Secretary Bryan came out of his of- 
fice with an arm full of documents. 


"The ambassador has just deliver- 


ed to me a note from his government 
which was carried in the press dis- 
patches," said the secretary, point- 
ing to a document in his hand which 
he took with him to the cabinet 
meeting. 


Secretary Bryan was asked if there 


was any discussion with the German 
ambassador concerning the note or 
the Lusitania matter. 


"Nothing that I can talk about," 


replied the secretary.
